been learned in 


Washington since February and its 
effects will be felt for a long time to 
come. The congress of the United 
States is gathering up its courage to 
recover its authority. As a matter 
of sheer self-protection and political 
survival the congressmen must rc- 
cover.lheir authority. 
Senate Is Being Coerced, 
As Everyone Knous 


So whatever the fate of the judi- 


ciary bill, we shall see no more is- 
sues of blanket powers and no moi e 
blank checks. For the cxtraoidinary 
powers, granted to Mr. Roosevelt to 
fight the depression, have been 
turned against congress. The senate 
is being coerced, and knows that it 
is being coerced, by the abuse of 
powers which it gave to Mr. Roose- 
velt to ihelp the unemployed and to 
revive agriculture and business. 


H must be evident to the wisest 


members of congress that a system 
of government in which the presi- 
dent coerces congress in order to 
conliol the court is in the long uin 
intolctable, and that somewhere and 
sometime they must icsist and de- 
feat the development of personal 
government. They will never have 
a better opportunity than they h.ivc | 
now. For if now they sacrifice the 
court because they cannot withstand 
the pressure of the White House, the 
public will ihave little icspect for 
them when later they try to icsist 
the encroachment of the Executive 
m order to protect their own per- 
sonal prerogatives.

Washington— Presumably acting 


for President Roosevelt, Secretary 
Perkins of the department of labor

Although the

ing to do' with 
the most impor- 
tant tribunal in 
Washington to- 
day, namely the 
National Labor 
Miss Perkins is 


Lawrence 


Relations board. 
nevertheless telling the employers 
gathered at her conferences how 
important it is for them to refrain 
from asking for any amendment to 
the Wagner labor act. Her speeches 
or lectures or explanations of gov- 
ernmental labor policy are mainly 
to the effect that the Wagner act 
ought to have a chance to operate 
for a year or so before amendments 
are considered. 


It so happens, of course, that the 


Wagner labor act has been in effect 
since July, 1935. and'the theory of 
collective bargaining has not been 
questioned in the courts, but only 
the manner of its application. There 
is plenty of experience available 
already as to the one-sided nature 
of the Wagner act. It happened to 
catch the eye, incidentally, of the 
supreme court, Which, in its major- 
ity opinion, took cognizance of the 
unfairness of the law, though de- 
claring, of course, that this was not 
in itself a reason for rejecting the 
act in the particular lawsuit before 
the court at the time. 


Miss Perkins tells the employers 


that, really, she would prefer to 
have the government keep out of 
labor disputes altogether, leaving 
the inference that all the squabbles 
and conflicts are matters to be 
worked out by the unions them- 
selves. This has been her attitude 
throughout the sit-down strike sit- 
uation, namely that she didn't know 
whether they were legal or not and 
that anyway labor was not to be 
publicly condemned for using such 
a weapon. • 


.Nothing About Tactics 


From nobody in the Roosevelt ad- 


ministration who has anything to 
do with the handling of labor mat- 
ters has come a single word of con- 
demnation of ruthless tactics by 
union organizers. A senate com- 
mittee has been busy for weeks 
showing how thugs and spies are 
hired by employers—and it ,is a 
shameful practice of- various em- 
ployers which ought- to be con- 
demned—but not one bit of testi- 
mony has been introduced to show 
who started the sit-down strike in 
Michigan, 
what strong-arm men 


were imported from other states 
to lead the "sit-down" strikers and 
what was the nature of the "flying 
squadrons" of physically powerful 
agents of the textile unions employ- 
ed during the big textile strike of a 
couple of years ago. 


Miss Perkins may have a dozen '• 


conferences and the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration may talk about the im- 
portance of developing an attitude 
of love -and neighborliness between 
capital and labor, but the reason 
why the conferences here are not 
getting anywhere—they are attend-' 
ed as a matter of perfunctory po-' 
liteness—is that the Roosevelt ad-, 
ministration does not believe funda- 
mentally in being fair or impartial j 


In the use of its (overnmental pow- 
ers. 


Admit Fartiaaaahlp 


Take the attitude of various per- 


sons connected' with the National 
Labor Relations board. They frank- 
ly say they were charged by con- 
gress with the duty of being par- 
tisans of labor and that their prim- 
ary job is to see to it that labor is 
organized into unions. Here and 
there a discordant note comes from 
someone in the regional boards who 
thinks that maybe the workers can 
hax'e any kind of a union they want 
provided it is not forced on them 
by an employer or supported by 
company funds. But this view is the 
exception rather than the rule. 


The administration theory about 


the Wagner act is that it should 
be operated a year or so before 
discussing amendments because by 
that time enough will have been 
learned about it to determine how 
it should be amended. Most busi- 
ness men would like to see the act 
amended before it subjects the eco- 
nomic system to more strikes and 
damage. One employer said that it 
reminded him of the way "the sur- 
geons used to bleed patients a cen- 
tury or' so ago. If they survived, 
then their constitutions were very 
good. If they died, it was certainly 
a sign of physical weakness. 


Confidence Lost 


The tragedy of the situation here 


is that President Roosevelt does not 
know that his secretary of labor has 
completely lost the confidence of 
most of the employers of the coun- 
try. Whatever employers do now- 
adays they do because they wish 
to abide by the principle of a law 
! 


upheld by the supreme court. Most 
of them do not expect justice in the 
application of the principle and 
would 
probably be surprised if 


they ever got it at the hands of an 
administration tribunal. 


These things may sound harsh, 


but they are true and often the 
truth is most effective if it is plain- 
ly blurted out Miss Perkins has a 
bright mind and knows the theory 
of labor relations better than any- 
body in Washington, but she has 
never had any direct experience in 
handling 'a labor problem under 
the financial responsibility of mak- 
ing ends meet in a large business 
and she is plainly not the type who 
can inspire the men who have to 
deal with labor problems eve-y 
day. 


There is a man in the department 


of labor—the assistant secretary— 
who is far from being a partisan of 
the employers, in fact he is a for- 
mer executive 
of the 
American 


Federation of Labor. His name is 
Edward F. McGrady and his title 
is assistant secretary of labor. If he 
were the secretary of labor, busi- 
ness men might pay more attention 
to the department of labor. Miss 
Perkins belongs at the head of a 
department of social welfare, for 
which she would be the most capa- 
ble person the administration could 
possibh- find. There are various bu- 
reaus in the president's proposed 
plan of re6rganization which could 
be grouped together for Miss Per- 
kins to administer—but as far as 
making employers understand the 
New Deal concept of collective bar- 
gaining, not much headway is" be- 
ing made by the present secretary

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LET'S GET IT DONE 


It has been some time since anything 


has been heard of the Great Lakes-St. 
Lawrence seaway and waterpower proj- 
ect. 


Both major parties included endorse- 


ment of the proposed seaway in their 1936 
campaigns. The general sentiment of the 
Middle-West and of-all states in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada bordering the wa- 
terway is in full favor of its immediate 
completion. 


With the country entering on a new 


period of prosperity, with new demands 
for transportation and power facilities in 
the area which would be affected by the 
waterway, there seems no better time 
than the present for pushing the project 
to commencement and completion. 
^ 
It is natural that the Fox Kiver Valley 
: should want this waterway. 
Last year 


and so far this year-we have had a good 
'indication of what Green Bay's port does 
mean and could mean were there a pass- 
age for larger ocean-going boats from 
the Atlantic to the Great Lakes. 


But this is not the sole reason why 


the Post-Crescent backs this proposal to; 
~the hilt. It does not seem merely a sec- 
tional matter any longer; it seems to be 
a' project,-which' will" bring profit and 
benefit to a great part of the rountry. 


What is the exact status of the sea- 


way at the present time? Of what actu- 
ally does the proposal consist? 


As a matter of figures 90.4 per cent 


: of the seaway is already completed, con- 


sisting of the five <3reat -lakes, Lake St. 
Francis, Lake St. Louis and, sections of the 
St. Lawrence river which 'could be navi- 
gated by large vessels. 


This is all that is yet required: deepen- 


ing of the present canal system in the 
Xachine section of the St. Lawrence, near 
Montreal; one new lock in the Soulanges 
section of the" St. Lawrence; a system of 
locks in the International rapids section 
of the SL Lawrence; dredging of the Wei- 
land canal around Niagara Falls; dredg- 
ing of the St. Clair river and Lake St. 
Clair and dredging of the Detroit river; 
and one new lock and some dredging in 
the St. Mary s river at the Sault. WorJc 
is required on only 258 miles of the total 
2,429 miles of the waterway. 


Major General Edward M. Markham, 


Chief of U. S. Army Engineers, recently 
stated that the seaway could be complet- 
ed at a cost less than $170,000,000. While 
this figure may loom large, it is really 
only an annual appropriation of twenty- 
five million dollars during the construc- 
tion of the seaway. When this is com- 
pared to what the national government 
is cow spending on other items which 
seem of much less national importance 
and when the savings which such a sea- 
way would effect are counted in. it is 
practically just a drop in the bucket. 


Politically all that is now needed is 


senste ratification by a two-thirds vote 
of a treaty with Canada covering con- 
struction of the waterway. 
The senate 


defeated such a treaty in 1934, 49 to 43. 
falling 13 votes short of the two-thirds 
majority. Prospects arc that sufficient 
votes could be mustered if a vote were 
taken this year. 


There seems no good reason except the 


selfhh objections of a few minorities why 
the seaway is r.ow beirg delayed. 


If the majority really feels that the 


project is worth :ls salt, let's get some 
act:cr.. Let's get it <2er,c. 


NEW DEAL FOR ASIA 


The Japanese govcmscent ij reported 


as opening conversations with Great Bri- 
tain for a new deal in the Far East. Lon- 
don authorities say that if the effort seems 
to be getting anywhere, American co-op- 
eratioa will be sought. 


The main purpose, as far as Britain 


and America arc concerned, is a new deal 
for China. Recent events rt Tokio have 
suggested a growing movement for peace 
and fair play on the part of the Japanese 
government. The growing resistance to 
aggression j>hcr*rt by China herself ha* 
much to do -with lh;i. 


But there's no tcllirg. '-Jhcrc ^eems 


to be some question among diplomats" 
says a London authonty, "whether the 
Japanese conversations means a long- 
range change of policy toward China, or 
a mere period of inarking time by the 
Japanese army until there is a better dip- 
lomatic atmosphere.*' 
v It is hsrd to control a military caste 
that has bossed Japan for a thousand 


PITT FOR NAZI YOUTH 


Erika Mann, daughter of the exiled 


German novelist, Thomas Mann, told a 
Jewish audience the other day to pity 
the young people of Germany who are 
being trained from childhood in the Nazi 
way of thinking. The plight of the non- 
Aryans in Germany and those who have 
been driven out, is indeed tragic, she 
recognizes. But they, at least, suffer only 
the misfortunes of the persecuted. Their 
thoughts may still be their own. They 
are understood and welcomed in other 
parts of the world. 


The intellectual and spiritual fate of 


the young Aryans in Germany is not to 
be overlooked simply because their ma- 
terial welfare is not neglected in the 
government's plans. In a world whose 
prosperity depends more and more on 
mutual co-operation snd tolerance and 
godd will, Nazi children are being brought 
up in isolation. They are trained to de- 
spise a large group of their fellow hu- 
man beings. They are taught arrogance 
and hatred. They are taught not to think 
for themselves but to accept the word of 
authority of a dictator. They are taught 
that the only good in art or literature or 
music or industry is to be founl in an in- 
tense and one-sided nationalism. 


Some day. no doubt, Germans will 


have to free themselves from such nar- 
rowness or perish. We hope they may 
find freedom. But their escape is made 
harder with every added month of such 
harsh and bitter tucoring as they now 
receive. 


IDEAL FAMILIES 


The parent education specialist of the 


National Congress of Parents- and Teach- 
ers -vyent to the parties most interested 
for information on the "ideal"' parent. 
Questions were asked of 2,000 children, 
ranging in age from 10 to 20 years, seek- 
ing their ideas on that subject. The an- 
swers speak well for the good sense of 
many children, and pretty well for their 
parents. 


Anyone who "thinks the ten-year-olds 


too young for opinions on this subject 
should consider the lad of that age who 
wrote, "If I am evsr a father I'll never 
kick my little boy's dog." 


There was enough agreement among 


the many questioned to produce these 
suggestions for ideal .parents:' 


They need not be wealthy, but should 


make a "comfortable" home. They should 
be "firm and fair" in discipline. (Emo- 
tional outbursts and unreasonably harsh 
judgments are recognized and resented 
even by the little folks.) They should 
consider today's problems and not dwell 
on "when I was your age." They should 
understand the place of pets in a child's 
life. They should be considerate of their 
children's guests. They sho"ld give com- 
panionship. 


Now, 
it might be revealing and useful 


to question the same 2,000 as to their the- 
ories about the ideal child.

sown with oats in the cooler Wis- 
consin counties to piovide emer- 
gency forage have been added to 
the list of emergency forage crops 
which may be classified as neutral 
under the soil conservation pro- 
gram. 


Notice received by R. C. Swan- 


son, county agent, from the Wis- 
consin 
agricultural 
conservation 


committee, indicates that such field 
pea and oat mixtures will be con- 
sidered in the neutral forage-group 
where their use helps to make up 
for a shortage of soil conserving 
crops. 


Under the 1937 agricultural con- 


servation 
program 
allowance 
is 


made for the use of crops such as 
wheat, oats, barley, rye, flax, cm- 
mer, speltz and now Canadian field 
peas as emergency forage crops 
where much of the 1936 soil con- 
servjng acreage killed out. Si-ch 
crops are oidmarily counted as soil 
depleting except where they are a 
substitute for soil conserving acre- 
ages. 


The acreage on which such crops 


may qualify as neutial depends on 
the soil conserving base that will 
be determined for the farm, the 
acreage of old stands of soil con- 
serving crops, and the acreage of 
crop land that is idle. 


On most general diversion farms, 


payments for shifting out of soil 
depleting crops may be claimed, the 
only base so far assigned is the 
soil depleting base. With the ex- 
ception of certain acreage assign- j 
ments for growers of sugar beets or 
of tobacco this year, and of com- 
mercial 01 chard or vcgtablc acre- 
ages, the rest of the crop land will , 
^qunl the soil conseivmg base acre- ! 
age for the farm

To determine \\helhci or not there 


is any soil conceiving base acreage 
to spare for such emergency forage 
crops the old stands of soil con- 
serving crops that arc left this 
spring aie added to any crop land 
that is idle. If this total is less than 
the soil conseiving base acicage, 
then the difference may be planted 
to these emergency crops for hay 
or pasture without deducting from 
AAA payments that are otherwise 
available. 


For example, a farmer that finds 


he has a soil conserving base of 
40 acres, may find this spung that 
only 20 acres of soil conserving j 
crops have survived the winter. 
Perhaps 5 acres of crop land will 
be left idle this year. That will 
leave 15 acres on which emergency 
forage crops may be grown under 
this neutral classification.

rfr non-criuiinal-cases, were the three recommendations made by the Citizens' Committee 011 
"P^Wic "Welfare to Governor Phillip LaFollette at his request, Dr. Gilbert S. Cox,, pastor-of 
First Methodist Episcopal church, who served on that body, said at the meeting of Argosy 
zlub of the Methodist church last night. 


Dr. Cox explained the Citizens' Committee on Public Welfare, saying that it was a group 


^representing a cross-section of the citizens of Wisconsin called by GoVernor LaFollette for the 
purpose of studying the whole human picture oE the needs of the people of the state and recom- 
mending laws or methods for Wisconsin to set up a model both for itself and for the United 
:>tates of dealing with that percentage of the population which is not able to take care of itself. 


Some Fine Laws 


. Wisconsin has some of the best laws in regard to public; welfare that can be found in the 
Country, said Dr. Cox, pointing to the children's code of 1929 as an example of outstanding 
pieces of legislature. Wisconsin spent, between 1931 and 1936, the amount of $342,000;- 
000 on its public welfare program, he said, being aided in its work by the United States gov- 
ernment. 
There are 117.000 people in Wisconsin who must b 


another, he went on. and up to the present time there i« no state 
which has faced this situation in anything but an emergency 
measure. 
Now. after seven years, he added, this state along 


with the entire United States must face it. not, as an emergency 
but as a permanent situation in which provision must be made 
for these people. 


For this reason, Governor LaFollette called this committee 


together, said Dr. Cox. It was divided into four groups, chile 
welfare, health, public aid and delinquency, the speaker having 
served on the latter group. 


Discuss Institutions 


The speaker discussed the 


various institutions of correc 
tion and care in "Wisconsin in- 
cluding the children's home at 
Sparta, the girls' industrial 
School- at Milwaukee and the 
school -for boys at Waukesha. 
the reformatory at Green Bay and 
the prisons for men and women at 
Waupun and Taycheedah, pointing 
out that all except the women's 
prison is greatly overcrowded. 


In explaining the recommenda- 


tions of the committee. Dr. Cox 
said that the investigation which 
the members conducted throughout 
the state showed, that there was 
little cooperation between the va- 
rious agencies- such as the proba- 
tion, health, school and welfare of- 
ficers, and added that if a child 
who might be a candidate for an 
institution could be helped before 
he has committed a crime or an 
offense against the law, he might 
be kept from an institution. Dis- 
cussing the problem of probation, 
he said that while much of -the 
prejudice throughout the country 
against paroles 
is well placed, 


where there is a good, consciencious 
parole board and officer, many of 
the people in institutions would be 
better off if they were allowed to 
earn their own livings.

juvenile probation, he continued, 
'many young people -in institutions 
^should not be there if they had' 
;someone to look after* theft,

' People must change their old idea 
that prisons are for punishment. Dr.

How tht Institute of Paper Chem- 


istry became a national institution, 
its purposes and some "oflit*<j«r- 
vices and the work he himself does 
as its editor were described by Dr. 
C. J. West in a talk before the Ap- 
pleton Rotary club Tuesday noon 
at the Hotel Northern. 


Conceived in the fall- of 1929 


through the joint efforts of Law- 
rence college and the paper indus- 
try of the Fox River valley, the 
Institute's first class, in February. 
1930, numbered three students. Dr. 
West explained. Dr. Otto Kress was 
the one instructor. Today there are 
43 students and a teaching and re-, 
search staff of about 75. he said. 


It has become a national institu- 


tion, he declared, peculiar in that 
all of its students are graduates of 
recognized colleges, already posses- 


r-sing bachelor degrees. They spend 


four years at the Institute, receiv- 
the M. S. degree after the first two 
years and the Ph. D. after the 
fourth year. It is a part of Law- 
rence college, he explained, in as 
much as its president is the presi- 
dent of Lawrence college, but that 
is about as far as the connection 
goes. The Institute, he said, is sup- 
ported by 60 member companies 
with mills all over the United 
States.9 Lead in Industry 


The 10 men who make up the 


board of trustees are some of the 
leading men in the paper industry, 
Dr. West said. 


The Institute's four purposes he 


continued, are first, education; sec- 
ond, fundamental as well as applied 
research for the paper industry; 
third, development of a library for 
the use of the industry; and fourth, 
to furnish a place where the indus- 
try can go with its problems. 


Dr. West's, official title at the In- 


stitute is editor. Every 
technical 


publication that goes out from the 
Institute passes first over his desk. 
He must see that the papers are in 
forms that can-be read and that the 
statements are made clearly. He 
also looks over each of the theses 
or dissertations which students who 
are candidates for a degree must 
write. 


What Has Been Done 
"It Is a necessity," Dr. West said, 


"for a research man to know what 
has been done. More money can be 
wasted in industrial research by 
not knowing what has already 
been done than in almost any other

(Port-Crescent Oshkosh Bureau) 
OJhkosh — Menasha supervisors 


and city officials Tuesday conduct- 
ed 'a heavy •offensive" against the 
action .of the Winnebago County 
board in accepting the bid of J. J. 
Davis .for approximately $46,000 for 
delinquent tax certificates of the 
Paine Lumber company, Oshkosh, 
originally assessed at double that 
figure. 


However, when 
the arguments 
ceased, it was 
generally agreed 


there was nothing they could do to 
stop the action, and C. O. Allen, 
town of Oshkosh supervisor arrang- 
ed to have C. A. Wiechering, Osh- 
kosh mayor, address the board on 
the matter Wednesday morning. 


R.- M. Hcckncr, Menasha super- 


visor and vice chairman, opened the 
discussion when he introduced a 
resolution asking for a written opin- 
ion from the district attorney and 
the attorney general on the legal- 
ity of issuing the certificates under 
the present arrangement. 


Mr. Heckner was followed by E. 


G. Sonnenbcrg, former supervisor 
from Menasha, who began his talk 
to the 
supervisors 
by 
stating: 


Whether you did it legally or not—" 


Similar Situation 


Mr. Sonnenberg referred to a 


Menasha paper mill which several 
years ago was in the same situa- 
tion in regard to delinquent taxes 
as the Paine Company. However, 
he asserted, the Menasha concern 
was given no consideration by the 
county board and ceased operation, 
throwing many men out of work. 


He also mentioned a bill now be- 


fore the legislature which would 
list all tax exempt properties in the 
state. "And if the bill is passed, 
and the properties arc listed." he 
told the board, "it will certainly 
amaze you." . 


He opposed the 
action of the 


county board in the Paine matter. 
warning that it created a dangeraus 
precedent, and charged the board 
discriminated in lavor of one plant 
and one locality. 


Who Will Buy? 


"We know there has got to be a 


change in industry," he said. "When 
one plant moves out another must 
' move in. But what you have done 
with the Paine taxes is to load them 
on the shoulders o"f the laboring 
man. Who is going to buy delin- 
quent tax certificates at face value 
after we have offered them for less 
than that?" he asked.
